It was oponed
on Nov. 2, 1870, 1n the summer two obrer-
vers are stationed there, agd in the winter n
ecook is ndded to the wotking force. The
veloeity of wind recorded is 180 miles nu
hour, the greatest over registered, and this
oceurred on Jan. 11, 1878,

A Big Display of Eiephant Ivary In a Fulton
Btreet Window.

A dealer in ivory goods, whose pluos of
business 18 on Fulton street, i8 the possessor
of the Iargest pair of elepuant's tusks that
were ever Lrouglt to America. They are
over eight feet in longth and they stand in
the window in full view of tho passers.by.

The tusks were brought from London
about thirty years ago und at that time were
worth %1,000. 'The owner now values them
ot $2.000, but their commercinl value ouly
amonuts to about 5060,
